three years laſt paſt, many poor Families being 
wholly ruined, and Tradeſmen that helped to 
imploy and relieve others, are now ſo impove- 
riſhed, that they are fain to ſhut up their Shops, 
and be helped themſelves, and the induſtrious 
and laborious are become a prey to the rapine of 
diſſolute idle Informers, wr o:hers, whi#& aſter

To the King, 
they have devoured all they eould find in oe 
County, have gone to the next, hunting from 
Meeting te Meeting, nothing ſatisfying them 
till chey have devoured all our outward Sub- 
ſtance, all which Oppreſſions we have endured 
with much paticnce and leng-ſaffering, knows 
ing, that our aſſembling is in good conſcience 
towards God, and that we have always endea- 
voured to exerciſe a Conſcience yoid of Offence 
towards men; and in ſuch caſe where we could 
not obey what the Law of men required, we 
have yielded our ſelves patiently to ſuffer the Pee 
nalties inflicted on us, and have never Plotted 
nor Contrived to diſturb the Peace of the King- 
dom, or fought Revenge under our Sufferings, 
though they have extended nor only to the Spoil 
of our outward Eftates, but to Sack" 
ment, Baniſhment, and loſs of Life it ſelf, and 
that of ſome Hundreds of us ſince the King's 
Reſtoration, as inthe Relations following will 
particularly appear, and that chiefly for our 
peaceable Meeting together to Vorſhip God, 
. a Duty ſo incombent upon us, and ſo conſcis 
entiouſ]y performed by us, that if the Law had 
been made to take away our Lives, as it wasta 
deſtroy our Eſtates, we could not have forborn 
our aflembling cogether, except we ſhould have

been Treacherous to God, and our own Cone 
ſciences. 

And further, we defire youto conſider the 
incquality of the aforeſaid At, the mercinary 
Informers, who Swear againſt us, gain part of 
our Eſtates to themſelves; and we are conviet- 
cd by the Arbitrary Determination of oneJultice 
of the Peace, who in our abſence is both Judge 
and Jury. And what-ever wrong 1s inflicted 
on. us, our Appeal, muſt not lic in any other . 
Court, bur only before the Parties themſelves, 
complained of to do us the wrong, who arc ma- 
ny times foie Judgesin their own cafes, the Ju- 
ries being often over-awed by them, lo that they 
are afraid to act or ſpeak their own Reaſonand 
Sence, but forced to bring in ſuch a Virdict as 
pleaſeth our Judges, which Proceedings are con- 
ccived to be expreſly againſt the Conſtitution of 
our Engliſh Government, and the antient funda- 
mental Laws of the Kingdom, which did expreſs 
ly forbid the ſeizure of mens Liberties and Eſtates, 
without a lawful judgment of their Peers. 

How repugnant theſe Severities inflicted upon 
us are tothe Indulgence formerly promiſed to 
vs by the KING, you may judge, , when you 
call to remembrance the many Declarations he 
was plealcd formerly to make, for the Liberty

lieve us from theſe our great Oppreſſiovs, we 
humby propoſe co you Conſideration the repeal 
of the Statutes, 22th (ar.2. cap.

Here being a Peaceable Mceting, at the Mecetin 

Houſe of Witiam Gandy the 24th of the = 
Moneth, 1677. One Sr, Feter Leiceſter, called a Juſtice, 
eame there, (Informer himſelf) and being accompanied 
with divers Souldiers, lighted off their Horſes, and ſome 
with their drawa Swords, puſht thoſe that were out of 
the Doors into the Houſe, and clapt to both Doors, 
and ſet Guards upon them, giving very Uncivil and 
Scornful Language ; and the Juſtice took a Liſt of two 
Hundred Names, and upwards, and in a few dayes 
Convicted and Fined all, viz. Margaret Fox and Thomas 
Dockery 201, a = for Preaching, which they levyed 
upon others of the Mecting then preſent, pretending, 
that they were Strangers, and fled; though itis well 
known they have Eſtates of their own : And T. D. told 
them, he had an Eftate, and where it lay ; and ſaid, He 
had rather ſuffer bimſelf, than that it ſhould be laid upon 
others for his ſuppoſed offence, Heallo levyed 20/7. upon 
ſeveral of the Mceting, for the Houſe, alrhough he fd, 
He knew the Owner, which is contrary to the AQt: For 
the Owner of the Houle ought himlelf to be Fined, ex- 
cept in the Caſe of Poverty z which could be no Reaſon 

in this Caſe, | 
Further, this Sr. Peter —_— Injuſtice was mani- 
feſted, in threatning the Conſtables, That if they did nos 
execute bis Warrants to the Btmoft, he would bind thens to the 
ood Behaviour, and ſuch like Expreſſions, bidding them 
ell a Cow for 5 5. rather then fail, and take enough for 
B ' themlelves ;

themſelves: And when the Conſtables told him, the 
Perſons were poor, and had not whereon to.make Di2 
ſtreſs, he laid fix or ſeven Fines upon one Perſon that 
was judged able, beſides their own Fine, and this did 
not ſatisfie neither, for he ſaid, The 4 was made to ſhore, 
«nd that be would have had it made, that they ſhould go to 
Priſon for want of payment, and there lie till they rotted, 
. except they would pay the Fines, And being thus oppreſ- 
ſed, ſeveral appealed at the Seflions ; for which Sr, Pe- 
ter Leiceſter, to be revenged on them, preſſed to have 
the Oath of Allegiance tengred to them at the Bar, and 
he ftirred up the reſt of the Juſtices to joyn with him 
againſt them, except Sr. Thomas Manwaring, who open- 
ly refuſed to joyn in judgment againft the Appealants, 
for that he ſaid, the Record was not right; never} 
theleſs, the Jury being Perſons choſen for the purpoſe, 
brought the Appealants in Guilty : The ſaid Peter Lei 
cefter having iſſued out his Warrants, and for. that one 
Mecting, took away Goods and Cattle to the value of 
above two Hundred Pounds; a particular Account of 
which may be produced, if required. 


There being a pcaceable Meeting at the Houſe of De- 
borah Buſhell of Alvanaly the gth day of the 3d Moneth, 
2678, Ralph Rutter and Robers Herper, twoof the baſer 
ſort of Men, and Fohn Devis, Prieſt of the Pariſh, joyn« 
ing with them, informed Sr. Phillip Egerton, called Ju« 
ſtice thereof, who fined ſeveral Perſons upon. their: 
Information, and ifſued out his Warrants to make Di- 
ſtreſs, viz. :

Richard Dobſow and Lawrence Billington, Bailiffs, in North- 
with, which Bailifls went to her Houle, and with a Bar 
ofjlron forcibly broke down her Cow-Houſe Door, 
and took from her five Cows, worth ſeventeen Pounds, 
one of which was returacd. | 

Fohn Cheſbire of Overton,for being at the ſameMeeting, 
and at a Meeting at Newt, the 17th day of the gth 

Moneth, 1678. was fined 4 /. for which they diſtrained 
his Cora, Hay, a Cart and Wheels, in all to the 
value of 9 /. and upwards. 

Mary Trafford for being at the ſame Meeting , and alſo 
at a Mceting at Helsby, the 1ath of the 3d Moneth, 
£678. had a Cart and Wheeels taken from her, worth 
50s. and upwards: She asked the Officers, who ſent 
them to take away her Goods; they anſwered, Parſon 
Devs ſent them, whoſe Mare they alſo brought to draw 
the Wheels away. 

Fohs Brown for being at the Meeting at Newton, was 
fined 8/, for the Preacher, and 5 s. for himſelf, had 
four Cows, and two young Beaſts taken from him, 
worth 15 /, which Rutter the Informer ſold to John Smith 
and Fohn Twe, two other Informers, for g /. 

Fohn Hodgskin for being at Helsby-MeetinZ, in the 3d 
Moneth, 1678. was fined 4/7, for the Preacher, ard 
10 s, for himſelf; and for being at another Meeting was 
fined 15 5s. for himſelf and his Wife ; for which. Fines 
he had taken from him by the aforeſaid Bailiffs, by 
Warrant from the ſame Juſtice, four Cows, worth

The ſaid Fohn Hodgskin having a Kinſman that had nine 
Cows taken away tor being at a Meeting, and being 
proffered to Sale,becauſe F. Hodgskim related to a Butcher 
that they were diſtrained Goods upon the ACQt againſt 
Meeting, Rutter the Informer in a great Rage went to 
Sr. Phillip Egerton, and got a Warrant, and threw the 
ſaid F, Hoagskin into the Common Goal, where he re- 
. mained a Priſoner untill-the next Sefſions, | 

Richard Orme for being at the Mceting at Deborah Bu 
ſpells, had Leather taken from him worth 12 s. for a Fine 
of 5 5, 

Fane Lownes for the ſame cauſe had taken Goods worth 
12s. for a Fine of 5 s. 

Richard Aſbbrook and Peter Hatton of Frodſham, for be- 

ing at the Mceting at Newton the 17th of the 9th moneth, 
1678. fined 1/, 15s. and had taken from them Goods 
worth 67, 

Richard Sarrat for being at a Meeting at Helsby, find 
8/1. for the Preacher, and 5 5s. for himſelf, and for be- 
ing at the _— at Deborah Buſhells, fined 10s. for 
which Fines the aforeſaid Bailiffs took five Cows from 
him worth 16 /. the 7:h ofthe 9th moneth, 1658. 

D eborah Buſhell, at whoſe Houſe the Mecting was, the 
ſaid Juſtice Egertoy find her 20/. 5 5s, for her ſelf and her 
Son, for having the Meeting in her Houſe, 

Thomas Titley of Helsby, Erheviag the Meeting in his 
Hovſe fined 20/7. for which Rutter the Informer, George 
whitly a Souldier of the Trainbands, and Arthur Broder 
Conſtible, went int his Paſture Ground, and drove up 
nine Cows, worth 27 1. to the Gate, which being lockt, 
Rutter the Informer, with a Hatchet forcibly broke the 
Chain; and though he pretended he had an Order fo to 
do.yet would ſhew none, but drove away the Bcaſts to =

Market at Ehefer, where the Conftable was not wil- 
ling to ſell them uuder the value of 27 /. but becauſe he 
did not ſell them, Rwu#ter threatned him, and made him 
leave them till next Market day, and then the Conftable 
not ſelling them, returned them Home again, but on 
the 12th of the 9th Moneth, the Bailiffs, &, Dobſos, and 
one L, Billington, by Warrant from the ſaid Juſtice Eger- 
ton, took the lame nine Cows, worth 27 /. and fold 
five ef them for 147. and one for x /. and the Informer 
had two himſelf, and the Prieft one. 

And when theſe Cattel were pur to Sale, Ruttey the 
Iaformer and Dav# the Prieſt being preſent, viewing 
the Cattle and promoting the Sale, one Randel Malin 
ſpoke to the Prieft to this effeAt, viz. John Davis, wir 
theu take wpon thee to be a Preacher of Righteouſneſs, and 
put men upon taking away and ſelling their honeſt Neightours 
Goods ? Deſt thou believe this will cauſe 43 adding tothy 
Charch daily, ſuch «« ſhall be ſaved? At theſe words the 
Prieſt fell into a Paſſion, calling him, FPitiful Rogue, 
threatning, be would take 4 courſe with him, and ſaid, he 
could find in hit heart to break bis Pate : And becauſe he 
ſpoke to the Butcher. to whom the Cattel were cffered 
to Sale, he got a Warrant for him alſo, who was then 
preſent with the aforeſaid F, Hodgskings, and commit- 
ted him to the common Goal. 

The ſaid Reds! Ma/in having ſome Liberty to go Home 
to his Family, was on the 17th of the 9th moneth, 1678, 
at a Meeting in Newtoy, and for ſpeaking afew words 
in Prayer to God was fined 20 /. 5 s. for which the ſaid 
Juftice Egreton granted a Warrant ro make Diſtreſs up- 
on him, and BiUinzten the Bum Bailiff went into his 
Houſe, and ſaid, 1» the Kings Name, he would bave the 
Furnace-Pan, and all the reſt of the Gros in the Hou'e ; and

went out and diſtrained upon the Corn, and the Hay 
alſo. 

On the -3d day of the roth moneth, 1678, for the 
Fine of 20 /, charged on Thomas Titley, as af retaid, the 
Bailiffs rook from him Goods to the value of 7 /, and up- 
wards, the nine Cows they ſaid being not (ufficient ro 
diſcharge the Fine impoſcd on him; and ina few dayes 
after they came and ſtrained one Cart and Wheels worth 
50s. to carry the Goods away with. 

Arthur Wilcoxon of Manley, for being at the Meeting at 
Welsby the 12th of the 3d Moneth, 1678. was fined for 
part of the Preachers Fine, and for himſelf 8 /, 5 y. for 
which they took from him two Naggs and one Mare, 
which after they had kept ſome time, and could: not ſell 
them, were returned Home again, for which the Of- 
ficers were ladly threatned by the Juſtice, to be. fined, 
for negleQing their Duty, as he ſaid. 

The chief Inſtrument in proſecuting the aforeſaid 
Perſons, was the aforeſaid Fobn Devi, Pricft of Frodſham, 
who when others refuſed to buy the Goods, would take 
the Spoil into his own hands, threatning, He would break 
the Quakers, or they ſhowld break him; and that they ſhould 
never meet quietly, for he would perſue them, or cauſe them 
to be perſued, whilſt he had Breath in his Body, 

Arthur Wilcoxon-of Manley fined 8 /. 10 s, but being not 
at Home when the Bailiffs went with a Warrant from 
Juſtice Egerton to diſtrain, the Conſtables would have 
had them not to make diſtreſs, and they would pay the 
Juſtice, thinking rhereby to ſave what they could of 
Arthur's Goods, which the four Bailiffs would not con- 
{ent to, except the Conſtable would pay them 124. a 
piece, and promile to pay the Fines to Rutter the In» 
former, and not to the Juſtice, which the Conſtable res 


fuſed 
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fuſed tadoz ſothey tooke one Nagg,one Mare and three 
Beaſts, worth 11 4, and delivered them to the ſaid Ralph 
Rutter the Informer, who (old three Beaſts, viz. one 
Cow and two Heifers for 2/. 105. - 

Richard Sarrat, for being at a peaceable Meeting at 
Nenton the 17th of the 9th moneth, 1678. fined 8/. rs 5. 
for the” Houle, the Preacher and himſelf, by the afore- 
ſaid Juſtice, for which Fines Thom us Fones and George 
Bennet of Cheſter, Bum Bailiffs, took two Horſes and a 
Mare from him, worth 16 /. 

Thomts Stretch of Overton, for being at a Meeting had 
two Pots taken from him, valued at 1 /. 

Richard Orme of Frodſham, Shoe-maker, for being at 
a Meeting at Newton, the 20th day of the 1oth Moneth, 
1678. fined 20 5s, by Philip Egerton, called a Juſtice, 
and had Goods taken from him, worth 26 -. 

Richard Orme aforeſaid for being at a Meeting, the 22d 
day of the 11th Moneth, 1678, at the ſame place, was 
fined by the faid Philip Egerton 9. for the Preacher, 
notwithſtanding the Perſon that ſpoke was able to pay 
* the Fine, if it had been laid on him; and for this Fine 
of 9/. Lawrence Billington and Richerd Dobſon, two Bum. 
Bailiffs , without any Officer , forcibly broke open 
R. Ormes Shop-Noor, and took away in Shop Gocds, and 
other Goods, to the value of $/. 15 5. 

Richard Greg of Barrow, for being at a Meeting at New- 
fon, the 11th Moneth, 1678, was fined $1, by the aid 
Philip Egerton, for which Ra/ph Rutter the Informer, and 
Lawrence Billington, took a Cow out of the ſaid Richard 
Gregs Pen; but ſaid, ſhe was ten Pound too light, and 
therefore went to the Paſture Ground, and took a Mare 
and fix Reerlings, all worth 13 /. This was done with- 
out making any demand, or ſhewing any Warrant, or 


any 
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any of the Houſe having any Knowledge what was 
done, till informed by Neighbours that heard and ſaw 
them and they were gone a Mile and a half with the 
Cattle, before chey were overtaken, and then refuſed 
ro ſhew their Warrant ; the next Morning the Informer 
ſold the Cattle at Frodſbaw, boaſting he had a quick Mar- 
ket : and though they were worth above 13 /. and a Mare 
they had taken from Richard Serrat, worth 47. they (old 
 allfor4/7, 5 5. as the Man that bought them related. 
Arthur Wilcoxon of Manley, for being at the Meetings 
at Newton aforeſaid, was fined 27. 105. for himſelf and 
the Houſe, for which Fine Philip Egerton aforeſaid, 
granted a Warrant to the aforeſaid R1/ph Rutter and Fohs 
Tue, two Iaformers, and Lewrence Billington, Bailiff, 
Perſons of no Eſtate, but live upon the Spoil of others, 
£> who ſell the Goods they take at what price they pleaſe, 
and taking what, and as much as they pleaſe, never ac» 
* counting tor any over-plus ; and the Gig Juſtice Fgertow 
telling them, He would juſtifie them, if they ſold Cat- 
tle for Twelve Penec a piece: And for the Fines afore- 
ſaid, they diſtrained fifteea Cows and a Bull, one Yoke 
of Oxen, and a Nag and a Mare, better worth than 700. 
but the Neighbours were greatly diſguſted to ſee the 
Cattle drove away, and a Woman and ſeveral Children 
{t5pt the Cattle, and endeayoured to ſtop them ; at 
which the Informer being inraged, cryed out, Kill chem ; 
and Bilingtos the Bailiff, with his Pike-Staff, ript a 
young Girls Lip ina cruel manner, that it bled extream« 
ly z and People cryed out, Shame of them, And the In: 
tormers ſeeing the Conſtable preſeat, informed the ſaid 
Juſtice Egerton againſt him and the reſt, and the Juftice 
bound him over to his good Behaviour, and ſaid, He 
ſhould not only pay the Fines, but be fined himſelf at 


the

the Seffions for his negle&, in not affiſting the Informers 
to Strain : The Conſtable being terrified at the Juſtices 
threats, was forced to pay the Fines, and take the -Cat- 
tle in lieu thereof, 

The faid Arthur Wilcoxon had taken from him before, 
for the ſid Fines a Nag, a Mare, and two Heifers,worth 
117, which were (old by the Informers for 41, 10-5. 


Thomas Peckoe of Stanthorne, for having a Peaceable 
Meeting in his Houſe, the 12th day of the r2th moneth, 
1678,. was informed againft by w1i/tam Torkington and 
Fobw Huſſey, Informers, to Peter Venables, Tuſtice, 
who granicd them a Warrant todiftrain z and the afore- 
ſaid Informers, accompanied with wi8:«m Kenſey, Con- 
ſtable, came to Thomas Peckoes's Houſe the 13th of the 
1ft Moneth, 1679. but his Cattle was ſeized by his 
Landlord before ; however, they diſtrained, and would 
have taken away one Mare and three Calves, had not - 
| the Landlord hapned to be there preſent, and prevented 
them for carrying them away for that time ; but rhe 
Intormers being not willing to go away empty-handed, 
{ſearched the Cow-Houſe, and finding a Mare, which 
the Wife of Alexander Laurence had rid upon to the 
Mecting that Day, (he being a Priſuner for Conſcientt- 
ouſly refuſing to Swear) they took the Mare, refuſing 
upon demand, to ſh:w any Warrant for their ſo doing, 
but faid, they had her, and would keep her. About 
two dayes after, the ſame Informers and Conſtable 
went again to Thom.zrs Pecice, and took the Mare and two 
Calves away,and ſearched every Room in the Houle for 
Cheeſe; but took no more away at that time, the Con- 
ſtable being moderate, 


Oa the 13th day of the rſt Moneth aforeſaid, the ſame 
C laformers 
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Informers and Conftable went to Thomas Vernons of 
Stanthorn, and the Gate being Lockt, the Informer hea- 
ved down the Gate, and without making any demand 
for any Fine, but hearing the Gate break down, the 
Girle went forth and found them driving away three 
Cows, worth 12 /. and two young Beaſts, worth 4 /. 
for a Fine of 10s. But the Conſtable and Neighbours 
ſeeing their Unreaſonableneſs, paſſed their Words for 
the Fine, and took the Cattle into their Cuſtody. 

Fames Cleaton fincd for himſelf and his Wife being at 
the Meeting, 1 /. for which Fine the Informers afore- 
ſaid went to his Houſe, and broke down his Door, 
took five Cows and three Heifers, worth 26/, but they 
reſtored the Cattle, all but one, upon the Conſtable 
paſſing his Word, that the. other ſhould be forth com- 
ing.. | 

The ſamelInformers took from RegerDickes of Occleften, 
for a Fine of 155, one Mare of his, and another of his 
Sons, worth 6/7. which they ſold for 1 /. 

Upon the Oath of the ſame Iaformers, that there was 
a ſtrange Preacher that preached at the Meeting at 
Thom. us Peckoes, the 12th day of the 12th Moneth , And 
though indeed there was no Preacher nor Preaching ; 
yet the aforeſaid Juſtice fined William Woodcock 5 1, Thi- 
ms. Bookly 5 1, Samuel Burron;hs 51. and Ralph Plumly 5 1. 
though he was.not at the Meeting, nor had not been for 
three Years before at any Quakers Meeting. The In- 
formers coming to Thomas Bookly to make Diſtreſs, find- 
ing the Cow- Houſe Door faſt went away, but meeting 
with Sr, Fefſery Shackerly, he asked them, Whether they 
had Strained to the purpoſe ? and bid them do their Du 
ty, or he would Fine them; they told him the Door 
was faſt ; he bid them break it open and he would ſtand 


by 
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by them, Which they did : But what diftreſs they then 


made, for the aforeſaid Fines, no Account is as yet 
returned up,

1 peaceable Aſſembly to worſhip God at Lor2 Claxton, 
William Guy of the ſame Town, Conſtable, and 9bour 
ſix Red Coat Souldiers, with others, their Afiſtants, 
who kept the Perſons afſembled in the Houſe, aforeſaid, 
afterwards carryed them to Meltonto R. Liſter, w.Hartopp 
& 6G, YVillers, Juſtices for thatCounty, where not mag" 
them 
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them to make their juſt detence; upon Information of 
the Conftable and Red Coats, were four of them ſent 
to Priſon, after which the Prieft, Conſtable and Soul- 
diers continued to attend the Meeting Weekly, where 
they not only Convitted and made Diſtreſles, to the 
ſpoiling of many of all they had, not leaving a Cow to 
give Children Milk, taking their very Bed Clothes, 
wearing Clothes : Bur that which agravates their Se. 
verity and Cruelty, ſeveral Women have been dragged 
in the Streets by the.

Several of the People of God, called Quakers, being

Fohn Gooderick and YPul- 
lizm Hudſon of Little Grenzly appealing to the Seſkons, 
Foba Gooderick depofited 401. and YYilliam Hudſow 30 1, 
into P, whaley's hands, until the Determination at the 
Seſfions; which faid Appeal being Tryed at the Scfions 
at Faff Retford, before the Earl of Ogle, Sir william Peir- 
print and Sir william Hickman, Juſtices, and others , 
where a Virdidt was brought in open Court for the 
Appealants, and an Order of the Seſſions was direQted 
to the (aid P, YYhaley, for the Re-payment of the Money,
